We are informed by a reader 
that in answer to a question which 
read in effect: “Catholics claim 
their Church goes back to the time 
of Christ. 
this?,” the minister answered that 
Catholics claim to go back to the 
second century. 

Now, as a matter of fact, there 
is absolutely no justification for 
this sort of answer. Catholics claim 
to go back to the first part of the 
first century and can prove it, even 
by the succession of its popes dur- 
ing the first century, enumerated 
by St. Ignatius who died in the 
year 107. He had been Peter's 
successor at Antioch before mov- 
ing to Rome. 

The Church has been called 
Catholic from the time the Apos- 
tles’ Creed was written, and that is 
generally ascribed to the first cen- 
tury. 

Most modern religions have 
tampered with that Creed, and 
have substituted the word “Chris- 
tian” for the word “Catholic.” But 
in the original Creed we read “I 
believe in the Holy Catholic 
Church.” 

In the year 327 at the General 
Council of Nice, when all Chris- 
tians except Arians believed alike, 
the Apostles’ Creed was amplified,

ERE we go again! Moved by

Peril, Watson’s Magazine and 
The Yellow Jacket. 
Father Noll, then pastor of 


St. Mary’s at Huntington, had 
previously launched The Cath- 
olic Monthly and had written a 
widely circulated pamphlet 
“Kind Words from Your Pas- 
tor.”’ He was determined to meet 
this new and growing menace 
to the Church’s very existence. 

In 1911 he took over a print- 
ing plant in Huntington to start 
a national weekly that would 
defend the Church, expose the 
slanderers and reestablish har- 
mony between people of all 
faiths. Early in 1912 he had his 
printer reproduce two pages of 
The Menace and on their re- 
verse sides a proposed Catholic 
answer. 

He mailed copies:of these to 
virtually every Catholic pastor 
in the United States, asking if 
the pastor would patronize a 
Catholic paper of this character 
to be sold to the clergy in bun- 
dle lots for distribution at the 
church door. This weekly would 
instruct his parishioners and 
supply a refutation of the slan- 
derous charges being circulated 
by professional anti-Catholics. 

The response to this courage- 


ous and dramatic appeal was 
overwhelming. The first issue 
of the weekly, called Our Sun- 
day Visitor, on May 5, 1912, ran 
to 35,000. By the end of the 
first year it had climbed to 200, 
000 and in another year, sky- 
rocketed to the 400,000 mark. 
Since then it has climbed to its 
present circulation of more than 


at prayer in a Catholic church 


throughout the world.

Sir,—From time to time there 
appear reports in the daily papers 
concerning the “persecution of 
Protestants” in Italy, Spain and 
Columbia.
